THE COMING STRUGGLE. 
There is danger in assuming that the wide- 


8 spread opposition to the June ticket is eager to 


unite on any respectable and clean Democrat to 
beat Barns. There is more danger in forget- 
ting that the same powerful influences specially 
organized to secure his nomination will work 
insidiously on. the July convention to make a 
ticket that will elect him. 

Mr, Bam is an artful, brilliant and daring 
demagogue, thoroughly familiar with all the 
elements and forces at work in our politics, and 
skillful in moving them to further his purposes. 
All the aggressive and predatory autocrats of 
the corporations ahd the Money Power are not 
only bound to him with hogks of steel,” but 
are desperately dependent on his suecess. And 
yet, with their advice and consent, he stands on 
a platform which is the veriest crazy-quilt of 
demagogy, with carte blanche fram them to 
promise all things toall men for their votes and 
to fool wage-workers, over-hurdened tax-pay- 
ers, negros, Irishmen, communists, cranks and 
filipusters to the top of their bent. 

The planks relating to land- grants, civil ser- 
viee reform, the eight-hour ryle and imparted

The men who worked up his nomination are 
neithe@surprised nor alarmed by the revolt 
that has followed, If they did not intend a 
disruption of the Republican party they at 
least intended to shock it with a new departure, 
and they evidently contemplated a possible re- 
organization of the political forces of the 
country. It means a peaceful revolution and 
we may look out for a more or leas revolution- 
ary contest all along the line. 

BLaine’s friends will have emissaries iri all 
the Democratic conventions, Siren songs will 
be sung there. Strong efforts will be made to 
nominate some ticket that will alienate votes he 
is bidding for or disgust and neutralize eiements 
of opposition that might and should be concen- 
trated against him.
